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DAVID; — just kind of like, you know, — 
you know, the truth is so such better than fiction. 

JOHN: Oh, absolutely. 

DAVID; You 3cnow, one of the — one of the — 
one of the most awesose testasents of the, of the 
scripture which is sosething to — reaember, it's 
sealed. You know, when you read in the Bible where it 
talks about prophets and God says, seal the book to the 
time of the end? 

JOHN; Uh-huh. 

DAVID: You know, there's a lot of — there's 

a lot of symbols or allegories that are used in — 
throughout scripture which makes it confusing. It 
really does. It makes it confusing. 

JOHN: Symbolism. 

DAVID: Yeah, the symbolism. 

JOHN; Right. 

DAVID: And it's, it's designed to be that 

way and, and there's a — and there's a, there's a key, 
there's a key code. And what's awesome is that from 
the, from the ancient, most ancient record like, say, 
the Mosaic writings, the same key code is found 
throughout all the prophetic tnritings. And it's just 
that he makes it to where you like men -- it's 
impossible for anybody — saying that scriptures came 
from different periods of time throughout, you know. 
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human history, the written history of man. 

JOHN: Uh-h\ih. 

DAVID: That, that anybody could have gotten 

together like that and just compiled that. 

JOHN: Uh-huh. 

DAVID: Of course, on the other hand, you 

know, there's a lot of — there's a lot of prophetic 
writings which have never been fulfilled and this is 
where a lot of scholars and stuff in the world lose a 
lot of faith in prophetic writings because — for 
instance, the fall of Babylon did not happen like the 
prophet Isaiah or Habakkuk says, you know. It's just, 
it's just a fact that you've got a lot of really basic 
fundamental Christians who, you know, I believe in the 
Bible, is the word of God, you know. 

JOHN: Uh-huh. 

DAVID: And then you ask him, well, what do 

you believe in the Bible? I mean, you know, what, what 
do you believe, you know? What is it? What part of 
the Bible do you believe? All of it. Well, do you 
understand all of it? They don't. 

JOHN: Of course not. 

DAVID: And it's kinda like — it's kinda 

like, you know, there's people out there exercising 
religion, you know, pointing people to salvation which 
is, I would say, would be a very serious thing. 
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wouldn't you? 

JOHN; Yeah, I'd say — 

DAVID: I mean more -- 

JOHN: — about the most serious thing you 

could speak of. 

DAVID: Yeah, especially like heart surgery 

or brain surgery. 

JOHN: Yeah. 

DAVID: And, you know, to think that if the 

AKA or, you know, these, these high surgical 
institutions and stuff like that would give people the 
rights and degrees to practice on people and they never 
read the books. 

JOHN: Yeah, wouldn't that be something. 

DAVID: Yeah, but they let that — they allow 

that in religion though. 

JOHN: Well, that's an interesting alag — 

allegory. That is — 

DAVID: I mean, you know, you can become a 

preacher or a minister today, just self-proclaimed. 

And — 

JOHN: Yeah, and — 

DAVID : — and, and they learn, — and they 
learn in college how to evade questions. That's one of 
the greatest sciences in the psychology of the ministry 
is how to evade the question. That's a good question. 
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Yes, I'm going to address that In my next book. 

JOHN: And that's the end of the answer. 

DAVID: Yeah. 

JOHN: Yeah. 

DAVID: It's weird. 

JOHN: They're not the only people who do it, 

you know. Right? People running for office sometimes 
do that, too. 

DAVID: Yeah, it's politics and religion. 

Keep them separate because they're really the same 
thing when you really look underneath the carpet. 

JOHN: Uh-huh. Well, I'll tell you, it, it's 

just — 

DAVID: It's wild. 

JOHN: Just see some people running for 

office and they'll say anything, you know, they think 
the taxpayer wants to hear, oh, cut taxes, sure. 

DAVID: Well, Daniel calls it using 

flatteries and he talks about, you know, about the time 
of Rome where — raise our taxes, you know. It tells 
you in the story of Christ how in days of, of Pilate 
Constantine that they, they begin to raise taxes in the 
land and Mary and Joseph were all to be taxed. 

JOHN: Uh-huh. 

DAVID: You know, Daniel tells you that that 


time of that emperor, it says that he comes into 
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flatteries which is where the political system of Rome 
began to use, you know, promising — it began to, you 
know, flatter the people by saying, well, you know, if, 
if I'm given the vote, if I'm given the magistrate, I 
will do thus, thus, this and that. 

JOHN: Uh-huh. 

DAVID: And, so, it ends up — you know, 

politicking is flattering the people, you know, who has 
the biggest smile, who makes the best promises, you 
know. 

JOHN; Right. 

DAVID; The way our, our whole system works, 
kind of. Of course, you know, it's all ~ any, 
anything where it becomes that kind of a system, it 
becomes a family thing, you know. Politicians that are 
in there today have been in there for the past 100 
years, you know. It's just a family thing, connected 
to family relations and all that. 

JOHN: Yeah. 

DAVID: If me and you was to run for office, 

boy, — 

JOHN: Yeah. Oh, man, I — 

DAVID: I mean, you know — Perot, I mean, 

you know, he had all that money and still, you know. 

JOHN: Oh, he had a huge amount of money. I 

mean what he ~ you know, it's just incredible amount 
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of money, how much he spent on those — I don't know if 
you saw those half hour shows -- 

DAVID; Uh-h\ih. 

JOHN: — where he put on with those diagrams 

of the debt and the income and everything. I mean he 
spent a fortune. 

DAVID: Backed out, too, and didn't seem like 

it hurt him. 

JOHN: Backed out and came right back again. 

That was the mo — I mean that's, that's historic for a 
candidate to do that. I don't know how he did that and 
then still, like you said, pick up — picked up what 20 
percent or 19 percent of the vote. 

DAVID: Uh-huh. 

JOHN: Well, — 

DAVID; Wild. 

JOHN: Yeah. 

DAVID; But, you know, the choices seem to be 
getting kind of shy, too, you know. The good old 
Americanism, sober gentleman who's come up through the 
ranks, you know, seems to be something of the past 
anymore. 

JOHN: Yeah. 

DAVID: It's more — it's all — today it all 

seems to be more of pizazz and look good on the T.V. 
and, you know, good ole Joe kind of guys, you know. 
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JOHN: Yeah. Yeah. Well, you see more and 

more of that, you know. 

DAVID: Yeah. 

JOHN: And you're also seeing more and more 

of dollars wins elections, media, media campaigns. 

DAVID: Yeah. They need to call it something 

more than dollars. It's way more than dollars. 

JOHN: Oh, yeah, yeah. But I mean they just 

spend so much and saturate the air waves. 

DAVID: Yeah. 

JOHN: You know, I mean Perot spent a lot but 

he just — I think dropping out hurt him big time. 

DAVID: Well, what do you think — okay, for 
instance, if a — if the, if the ancients — Ipt's say, 
let's say if the scriptures are true, that the ancients 
did see the actual rise and fall of empires. 

JOHN: Okay. 

DAVID: You know, if they did. 

JOHN: Uh-huh. 

DAVID: Like — well, okay, Daniel's got it 

nailed down. Every, every — there's no one that can 
argue that, that the powers of Babylon, Medo-Persia, 
Greece, and Rome and all that are in concession with 
what Daniel foretold. But, you know, he talks about 
how that when Rome, Rome will divide into many nations, 
some, some partly strong and some partly weak, you 
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know. 

JOHN: Uh-hiih. 

DAVID: Which it still, it still claims to be 

a part of Rome because it says that the, the voice from 
Rome will continue on. And, of course, you know, 
Europe, like I say, we already know that Europe is 
basically ruled by, you know, the Roman papacy, 
original (Indiscernible) Rome, until the Reformation, 
until, you know, after 1530 got started and 1798, you 
know. Finally, Napoleon and a lot of guys got enough 
nerve to go against the hierarchy, you know. 

JOHN: Uh-huh.

And, of course, the implements of 
the dollar bill, you know, we, we kind of — a lot of 
people look back and they say, well, we've got the — 
we've got the pyramid there with the illuminati.

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DAVID: Yeah, they are. 

JOHN: Yeah. Hey, how are you feeling today? 

Better? 

DAVID: Oh, yeah, I feel good. 

JOHN: You sound better. 

DAVID: Yeah. Well, like I said, — 

JOHN: Every time we talk you sound a little 

better and that's great. 

DAVID: Well, I'm ready, I'm ready, I'm ready 

to come out and play some football with you. You want 
to go play? 

JOHN: Anytime. 

(David laughs) 

JOHN: I don't think you're really up to 

that , though . 

DAVID: Not, not totally. 

JOHN: No. 

DAVID: I think — 

JOHN: No. 

DAVID: — on the picture, I think you've got 

a few pounds over me. 

JO^: One or two but I'd sure like to meet 

you when you come out and I'm sure I will. 

DAVID: we'll meet. 

JOHN; And, and John will — John-2 also. 

DAVID: Yeah, if you ever want to know more 
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about that what was in the beginning, you know, the — 
Jeremiah tells you something about it. He tells you 
about — he tells you about the, the source of, of 
Gods, you know, the beginning and origins. And the 
prophets tells you. Of course, you know, it's all 
found in the seven seals, though, mystery of God. You 
know, God's a mystery, the mystery of God, you know. A 
God book, on a sea of glass in heaven, you know, 
mystery of God, time no longer. You know — of course, 
you know, in the days of Noah, God destroyed the world, 
too, didn't he ~ 

JOHN: Uh-huh. 

DAVID: With a flood, right? 

JOHN: Yep. 

DAVID: Man, it's awesome. Of course, the 

prophets say that it'll never be done with a flood 
again. It'll be done with fire the last time. And, of 
course, you — have you ever heard of hell and all 
that? You know, people say when you die, you go to 
hell and all that kind of stuff. 

JOHN: Purgatory, hell. 

DAVID: Or purgatory or hell, you know. 

JOHN : Sure . 

» 

DAVID: Have you ever really looked in the 

book and seen what the prophets teach about that hell? 

JOHN: Well, you know what I told you about 
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that before. I'm not — I've probably learned a lot of 
the book this week, last week, and the week before, 
huh? 

DAVID: Oh, my, sorry. 

JOHN: Haven't I? Haven't I? If I was 

remiss in anything, that's probably — 

DAVID: Hey, have I asked for an offering 

yet? Have I passed the plate? 

JOHN: That's probably where it was. Well, I 

don't know but you may. 

DAVID: No, never. 

JOHN: You're, you're probably one of these 

guys that doesn't want to hear any noise hitting that 
plate either, huh? 

DAVID: No, what happens is that — 

JOHN: You just want it -- want a real quiet 

offering. 

DAVID: Do you know how many hundreds of 

thousands of dollars I've turned down from people? 

JOHN: No, I have no idea. 

DAVID: Man, I wish they sure would publish 

that. 

JOHN: Well, maybe it veil be some day, huh? 

DAVID: Well, you know, like Paul Fatta -- 

JOHN: Uh-huh. 

DAVID: — a young guy that when he first 
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came in, you know, he don't — he — his company -- he 
owned his own company. 

JOHN; Uh-huh. 

DAVID: His company brought in six million a 

year. 

JOHN: Wow. What kind of business was he in? 

DAVID: Well, he had Hand! — he owned Hand! 

Van Services in Hawaii. 

JOHN: Uh-huh. 

DAVID: And that was, you know, a government 

contract type thing for, you know — 

JOHN: What, just fast delivery service or 

something like that? 

DAVID: No, it was for like cripples and 

people like that needed to get around. 

JOHN; Oh, uh-huh. 

DAVID: And they had special buses and 

everything, you know. His dad originally gave him the 
business when he was like I think 27 or 28. And — 
'cause his dad did other things, you know. His dad's, 
you know, big pockets, you know, and all that, one of 
these high rollers and — 

JOHN: Yeah. 

DAVID: And — so, Paul was a — he was a 

like a — like the head elder in his church. You know 


what I mean? 
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JOHN: Uh-huh. 

DAVID: Paid a big — big handsome tithe 

every, every weekend and stuff like that. But anyway, 
like I said, truth, truth goes without, without dollars 
per se. if a person is going to, to be a truth, he's 
going to live a truth and whatever he does, he's going 
to do in support of the truth. It's just like — well, 
the truth of most people is making a living, you know. 
You're, you're your person. You got a wife, you got 
kids, you got to get out, you got to survive. You 
know, you are your own cJhurch. Every home is a church. 
Every home is a, a place in the worship of whatever we 
know God to be. Okay. So, a lot of people in the 
beginning, I, I first started opening up the, the 
seals, they would get like really excited about it. 

And of course, you know, we used — we turned down — 
we turned down a few -- in a range, range anywhere from 
10,000 to $30,000 from people because I always told 
them, I said, look, the truth of the seven seals is 
something that God does and only those who are bound 
together and committed together and not just the 
hearing of it but the furthering of it in the knowledge 
of doing it are the ones that are part of it. And that 
turns a lot of people off, John, it really does. 

JOHN: Yeah. Yeah. 

DAVID: You know, people, people are so

accustomed in this commercial world today, ~ 

JOHN: Well, they want the simple things. 

They want the simple explanations, don't they? 

DAVID: Oh, no, no, no. There's nothing more 

simple than the seals. You see, we're talking about 
people who set down and open their Bibles, not, not 
people who were trying to censor — well, you know, 
what are you teaching? You know, when I taught you 
about, you know, Nahum, you had no problem with 
realizing that the chariots with flaming torches, you 
know, that, that cause the fir trees to shake, and — 
boom, you know, you have no problem with saying that's 
a tank, right? Remember that? We was talking about 
that the other day. 

JOHN: Sure. 

DAVID: That jostle in the streets. You 

know, the prophet had never seen a tank and so — until 
through inspiration the powers above and beyond our 
world showed him the future. Man's progressing into 
the future. But, of course, Solomon says, what is to 
be has already been. Solomon tries to tell the world 
through Ecclesiastes and through the inspiration God 
gave him that the world is repeating something that it 
went through once before, to prove something. You 
know, people say that, well, I've been here before, you 
know. There's this certain aura in mind of man that 
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for somehow, for some reason, he feels that he's had an 
existence somewhere before. Of course, you know, if 
these statements of the prophetic writers can be 
clarified that they — of their day, in the days of 
horses and chariots, describe and illustrate things 
which only our world contains, such as flying vehicles 
and things like that, tanks, possible — well, like, 
for instance, in the Mosaic law it talks about and the 
high priest. You know, the, the translator is trying 
to take some Hebrew words which he has no root words 
for and it always telling you in the concordance, 
unknown root word. (Indiscernible) guess at it in 
light of the context. It talks about the ark of the 
covenant (Indiscernible) side, it was on a pedestal and 
it had, you know, it had chains and it says — and 
these two chains went to the two oracles. Now, you 
know what an oracle is, right? 

JOHN: Uh-uh. 

DAVID: An oracle is someone that talks, 

right? An orator, right? 

JOHN : Sure . 

DAVID: A testament. But what happens is is 

that it's, it's very frustrating to scholars and 
translators because, because, you know, they, they 
really don't know what they're translating it properly. 

So, one of the classes that I give that a lot 
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Of guys have sit in on, I said, now, look, let's look 
at this realistically. They've already discovered the 
dimensions of the arch that produces electrical 
current. So, this is something that science and, you 
know, universities in taking the construction of the 
arc and the gold content and the way it's plated and 
everything, you know, it definitely produces an 
electroplate, you know, current* And I said, now, when 
you, when you're looking at the context, let's remember 
that God is, is, is above man. God is of a higher 
order. You know, God travels throughout the heavens, 
man doesn't. He can only, you know, perceive the 
higher being. So, — 

JOHN: I can't, I can't believe anybody has 

any difficulty with that, huh? 

DAVID: Right. You see, I mean it's just 

something you have to, you know, remind people of. I 
go, now, look — 

JOHN: Or reinforce them a little bit, huh? 

DAVID: Yeah. So, so, when I say, now, — > we 

know that the high priest went into the sanctuary, 
that, that says that God spoke to him between the 
cherubims, which were the two archangels which were 
made of gold beside the ark and the two on — the 
smaller ones on the top of the ark of the covenant. 

And we know that inside the covenant there was, you 
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know, contained the, the, the torah, the Ten 
Conunandnents , you know, the two tables of stone, the 
show bread, you know, it had, you know, the manna. And 
it also had Aaron's rod that bud. It was the almond 
rod that budded and produced almonds. 

Okay. It says, now, — here it says the high 
priest goes and God speaks to him through the oracles. 
Now, what do you think it was? Well, you've heard of 
audio plates today. You know, the chains, need a word 
for the chains, it was, it was wires. It actually was 
a communication system which was given to mankind in 
those days for God to be able to transmit communication 
through the ark of the covenant. And, you know, they 
had — well, science, like I say, when they, when they 
figure out the principles of that gold and what, what 
conductivity gold actually has, you know, and the way 
it's plated and stuff like that, you know, the 
electrical currents that it produces, doesn't only 
produce electrical current but it also produces waves 
of frequency. It's just like — when it talks about 
Solomon and he understood the, the masaroff (Ph.). The 
stars declare the glory of the Lord, Psalm 19 tells us, 
you know, and their voice is heard to the end of the 
world and all that. Every star has a frequency 
pattern. 


JOHN: Uh-huh. 
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DAVID: And in these frequency patterns there 

is a certain ability to decode these and each statement 
works on the same program as audio frequency. See, 
visual frequency, light rays, is just another 
continuation of the audio spectrum of waves. 

Everything works — oh, they're subsonic, sonic, you 
know, hypersonic, supersonic, you know, everything 
continues on in a wave. That's why the whole universe 
is based on the ocean theory. You know, people say 
that, that there was a big bang theory in evolution. 

You know, we, science is always intrigued about 
matter and anti-matter. You know, there's an answer to 
all these things and it's really simple. But, again, 
the seven seals, the seven seals. You know, an atom, 
an atom is the building block of all matter, right? 

JOHN; Uh-huh. 

DAVID: And yet what — the atom contains an 

energy force far greater than the outer elements of 
matter. I mean, you know, you split the atom through 
flsion or, or fusion, you know, combine it or split it. 
And what do you get? You get all this mandate of, of 
energy that pushes other matter out of the way. I mean 
it causes a, a hellistlc explosion, doesn't it? Right? 

JOHN: Sure. 

DAVID: All right. But, but the thing of it 

is is where did all that power come from? Where did 
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all that energy come from? You know, what is the 
oracle of creation trying to tell us about God? It's 


JOHN: Well, we've seen so many things over 

the years , though . 

DAVID: Exactly. 

JOHN: You know. I mean and it constantly 

progresses. 


DAVID: There's a short cut, you know. 

There's a short cut to the key of all knowledge. You 
know, Christ could have given all this knowledge 2000 
years ago, couldn't he? 

JOHN : Sure . 

DAVID: I mean he was able to deatomize 

himself and walk through walla and — 

JOHN: It wasn't his intention, though, was 

it? 


DAVID: Well, it was. Really, it was. 

Remember when he told the - 


JOHN: Well, — 

DAVID: — pharis — well, ha told the 

pharisees — 

JOHN: He had to die for our sins, though, 

didn't he? 

DAVID: Well, he had to die because of our 


sins. I mean, remember, man was already traditionally 
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patterned, chromosomlcally by tradition. His patterns 
of mind, the, the thoughts of his mind were already 
mandated to that existence, that > man's a 
habltational creature, you know. Our surroundings 
affect us. We like to rest, we like to eat, we like to 
be comfortable, you know. And unless we have, you 
know, a tradition — like, for instance, the orientals, 
the Japanese, very industrious people, right? 

JOHN: Well, they sure are. 

DAVID: As a tradition — 

JOHN: Most, most, I guess, orientals are 

pretty industrious. 

DAVID: Exactly. 

JOHN: Vietnamese, Japanese, whatever. 

DAVID: Yeah. And they (Indiscernible) 

they're perfect in socialistic government, aren't they? 
I mean they, they get together and they get the job 
done as a people. Well, you know, you don't develop 
that just by individuals assigned to do that. That's 
something that comes about by having a mandate of law 
and principle over hundreds of years. 

JOHN: Very disciplined society. 

DAVID: Exactly. When a man and woman, when 

they make love, you know, the way a man thinks, is, is 
patterned within his whole chromosome spectrum. And 
the way the woman thinks and it's blended together and 
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the first thing created in the womb is the mind. So, 
when God says, in the lav I will visit the iniquities 
of the fathers to the children, well naturally, you 
know, the first thing that's created in the womb is our 
mind. That's our machinery. 

JOHN: Well, one thing, though. You look at 

the disciplined societies. I mean strict discipline 
societies, they certainly don't have the freedoms that 
we have in this society. 

DAVID: That's true. 

JOHN: You know. They just never have over 

the years literally cast systems. 

DAVID: Yeah. And the question is, are the 

happy? 

JOHN: Well, many don't know better, do they? 

DAVID: We know they're not happy in Japan. 

JOHN: No, but I mean you get into some of 

the — you get into some of the rural areas and even, 
you know, really socialistic society, they don't know 
any better. 

DAVID: Right. 

JOHN: They've never been taught any better 

and that's why, you know, your views on a lot of these 
things, although sometimes very confusing for me and 
probably more confusing to others that haven't talked 
to you, are, are interesting. And I think you're 
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probably going to open a lot of eyes when you, you come 
out and you get the opportunity to, to discuss It with 
people because It may open a few eyes, huh? 

DAVID: Well, you know, we hope — 

JOHN: It really might. 

DAVID: — > we hope that the truth will be 

known because the truth-- 

JOHN: Well, at least people will listen to 

you and then I guess they can make up their own mind 
but they'll be able to listen to you. It's — you gave 
them what 52 or 58 minute shot and a lot of people 
listened and a lot of people not only heard what you 
said but, of course, read what you said and — 

DAVID: We got the tape here, John, 

JOHN: Uh-huh. 

DAVID: ~ of the, of the Houston theologian 


JOHN: Uh-huh. 


DAVID: — and 

JOHN: Yeah. 


DAVID: — he, he states in the written 

manuscript they, they misquoted from the actual 
dialogue that was given on the tape. 


JOHN: Uh-hiih. 

DAVID: But, you know, one thing, one thing 


that, that Is a blockade to the minds of a lot of 
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people that were listening is that they are not 
accustomed to instructional doctrine. They're used to 
sermons. Well, — 

JOHN : Brief sermons. 

DAVID: Well, sermons, you know, that are 

tradition — you know, now, now, well, the Lord says 
when, when we love, you know, blah, blah, blah. And, 
you know, that reminds when I was a little boy and, you 
know, the preacher tells you about his fishing trip and 
all that kind of stuff and, and a lot of hallelujahs 
and around, around the — 

JOHN: Well, that's the, you know, just the 

pure Sunday religious ceremony part of it but I think a 
lot of other — whether you are Baptist or Methodist, 
Lutheran, Catholic, whatever, I think we still had 
Sunday school or Sunday service for the children where 
it wasn't just sermon, it was reading and q[uestion and 
answer as opposed to, here it -- 

DAVID: And they call it Sunday school. 

JOHN: — here it comes, grab it, right. 

DAVID: Right. 

JOHN: Accept it. Yeah, Sunday go to 

meetings, huh? But I guess there — you know and I 
know in today's society whether it's in a public 
elementary school or a, or a public or private high 
school. It's a lot different when we were growing up 
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because you weren't asked for input and I wasn't asked 
for input from a teacher, were we? It was just doled 
out and it wasn't, David what do you think, John what 
do you think. And that's changed an awful lot. And we 
can see it in our children. Your children, my 
children, ask a lot of the, the who, what, where, when 
and why type of questions. That basically my father 
told me something, I accepted it. My teacher told me 
something, I accepted it, accepted and respected per 
se, huh? 

DAVID: Well, knowledge has increased to such 

a large degree today that, you know, it's just awesome 
to watch three and four year olds sit in front of the 
T.V. playing video games. 

JOHN: They're inquisitive. 

DAVID: I mean they have to know how to 

utilize and operate those things, — 

JOHN: Sure. 

DAVID: — you know. 

JOHN: Sure. 

DAVID: Which opens the mind — which goes to 

JOHN: But that's a change in our society, 

too, though. 

DAVID: Well, the scripture says in Daniel 

very clearly, the prophet was told to seal his book to 
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the tine of the end and he said — and the prophet was 
told by Gabriel that much knowledge shall be increased 
and man should be running to and fro. One of the 
Hebrew contexts is man shall be, shall be with great 
speed going to and fro. And it says, you know, but the 
wicked should do wickedly and none of the wicked shall 
understand but the wise shall understand. So, you 
know, Daniel's last projection of Daniel Chapter 11 and 
12 in his prophecy about this last confrontation 
between the king of the north and the king of the 
south, he talks about during this presentation how that 
tidings will emerge from the north and from the east 
that will trouble him. And he goes forth with fury. 

And it says, that time Michael stands at the 
(Indiscernible) people and they'll be delivered those 
who are (Indiscernible) in the book. But there's a 
time in there of 1290 days and also 1335 days. And at 
the end of the 1335 days Daniel is told that he'll 
stand in his lot at the end of those days. Of course, 
the prophets say that all the prophets in the 
foundation of the world will be resurrected and all 
those who've been slain and all those who've been, you 
know, ridiculed and rejected for believing in the 
testament of the prophets will, will be raised from the 
graves in a, in a confrontation against the world of 
unbelief, a world that ends up fulfilling the very 
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(

testament that they were slain for. I mean/ you know, 
it's kind like this. Michelangelo — excuse me —

JOHN: Just — hey, your, your knowledge

doubles every ten years, right?

DAVID: Not any more.

JOHN: Well, it does.

DAVID: In the, you know, in the musical

industry right now, it doubles every, every one year.

JOHN: Hell, it may. 

22 

DAVID: Technology and especially when it 

23 

comes to the, you know, the gadgetries of, of 

24 

electronics.

JOHN: I still like the one that plays the 

banjo. 
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DAVID: You like banjo? 

JOHN: Love it. I love it. 

DAVID: I play banjo. 

JOHN: However, I'm just not inclined to play 

but I love to listen to it. 

DAVID: You all, you all hear any of my — 

any of my music yet? 

JOHN: I listened to your — some of your 

music, didn't I? 

DAVID: When was that? I'm trying, I'm 

trying to think. 

JOHN: Lord, — 

DAVID: Oh, it was ~ 

JOHN: — you've got to go back a few nights. 

DAVID: — (Indiscernible) , yeah. 

JOHN: Yeah. But we listened to it. Not bad 

for a young fellow. 

DAVID: Well, not bad. I mean you haven't 

really heard me light up yet. 

JOHN: No, I haven't. But I don't mean the 

music you were playing out, you know, outside. You 
were playing some music for us to hear one night on the 
phone and it, and it was enjoyable. Shame you don't 
have a banjo in there, isn't it? 


DAVID: Well, like I said, it's — a lot of 

the stringed instruments that you're going to really 
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get proficient on one, you need to stick with one. 

JOHN: Yeah. 

DAVID: It'S — I mean like anything 

stringed, you know, I, I can play but ~ 

JOHN: Some better than others. 

DAVID: And, yeah, I see — well, see, like 

if I — I developed two hand technique anyway. So, as 
long as you got your, your finger picking and all that 
stuff — 


besides, 
any — 


JOHN: Uh-huh. 

DAVID: — down, your patterns down and, 

I play, I play strictly by ear. I don't have 


JOHN: No classical? 

DAVID: Yeah, I do classical, too. 

JOHN: Do you? If you can play classical, 

you can play it all. 

DAVID: Yeah. It's — normally I can do 

jazz, you know, that kind of stuff but — 

JOHN: Yeah. That's just talent because a 

good friend of mine played — a guy that I worked with 
played classical guitar and he could play it all. 

DAVID: It's, it's a, it's a, it's an art. 

JOHN: Hey, I just — 

DAVID: I loved it. 

JOHN: — I just wish I had that art. I 
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listen to a player piano at home and that's as far as I 
go. 

DAVID: Seriously. You have one of those ~ 

JOHN: I wish I could play the piano, too, 

but ~ 

DAVID: You got one of those sheeted pianos? 

JOHN: Yeah, we do. We do, you know. 

DAVID: Did, did you get it from one of the 
older — what was the name of that pizza place that 
used to — 


JOHN: Oh, was it — oh, Shakey's? 

DAVID: Yeah, Shakey's. 

JOHN: No, no. We got it — an outfit out of 

Memphis. 

DAVID: You still get sheet music for it and 

all that? 

JOHN: Yeah, sure did, sure can. 

DAVID: Have you ever tried to make up your 

own music? 


JOHN: No. No. It probably would sound like 

a couple of cats fighting or something. I'm not sure. 
But I enjoy it, I enjoy the music because you can 
change the pitch on the piano and honkey-tonk it and — 
DAVID: Isn't this the most exciting time in 

the history of the world? 


JOHN: Hey, it is. 
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DAVID: Isn't It? I mean it's, It's awesome. 

JOHN: It is. 

DAVID: I mean definitely Christ if he ever 

came again, he would come in, in the latter days when 
it's like this, wouldn't he? 

JOHN: Well, — 

DAVID : I mean, you know, could you give — 

what kind of — what kind of clothes do you think 
Christ would wear if he came today? I mean if he came 
to do for the Gen -- let's say the Gentiles were off 
the track. 

JOHN: Well, his clothes ~ when ~ his 

clothes, his clothes as I perceive them and I've been 
taught to perceive them, back then were similar to the 
clothes other people were wearing.

DAVID: Not ~ yeah, she's — her finger went

JOHN: — don't you? 

DAVID: — teach for 33 years. He only 

taught for three and a half years, remember. 

JOHN: Well, by his pure being, he, he was 

teaching something. 

DAVID: Well, it's, it's, it's virtually 

unrecorded and so there's a reason for that. 

JOHN: Sure. Sure. 

DAVID: Of course, you know, he stayed out 

t 

with his parents and stuff in Galilee and it was just 
— he, he kept his job. 

JOHN: But, but, but there wasn't the 

constant talk of death or the constant talk of dying. 
Yet, yet what I'm — 

DAVID: Oh, oh, (Indiscernible) he was trying 

to tell us the — 

JOHN: What I'm saying is whether it's a 

minister, a rabbi, you know, ~~ not, not necessarily a 
rabbi but ministers and priests and other — 

DAVID: Oh, yeah. 

JOHN: — people of the cloth constantly talk 
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about why Christ died. And, of course, we, you know, 
we do talk about Good Friday and we do talk about 
Easter Sunday and all of that. And then, and then we 
get into, you know, he's arisen now and, and — 

DAVID: He liveth. 

JOHN: Yes. Yes. 

DAVID: That's the good news. 

JOHN: You bet. You bet. You know, even 

though so much is, is discussed about Christ's 
birthday, you know, Christmas Day when he was born, on 
such a big event, you khow, a lot of people probably 
should look at Easter as such a big event, huh? 

DAVID: Well, like I say, a lot of us have a 

perception and the knowledge of Christ and we worship 
Christ, you know, based on Christmas, Easter and Hallo 
— well, not Halloween but, actually, — 

JOHN: No. 

DAVID: ~ the Halloween is the, is the 

ritual for the, for the dead saints, right? 


JOHN: 

All Hallows. 

DAVID: 

And, so, the thing of it is is that. 

you know, if, if 

we, if we really wish to — 

JOHN: 

But, again, we're talking death. 

aren't we? The dead saints. 

DAVID: 

Well, actually they claim that 


're alive, you know. 
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JOHN: 


Well, — 
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DAVID: Remember hell is a position of being 

alive. Only — 

JOHN: Yeah, but I'd rather go the other way. 

DAVID: Huh? 

JOHN: I'd rather go the other way. 

DAVID: Yeah and skip purgatory and just go 

JOHN: That's right. 

DAVID: — straight to heaven. 

JOHN : Non-stop . 

DAVID: You know, we don't want to learn a 

lesson in a, in a not so hot a place. 

JOHN: Hey, I'm learning one spending 19 days 

in Waco. 

DAVID: Yeah. 

JOHN: You think that's part of my purgatory? 

DAVID: Well, hopefully. 

JOHN: Huh? 

DAVID: Because if you learn in purgatory, 

you get to go on ahead, don't you? 

JOHN: Now, do you think — do you think all 

of us have been learning? I'm talking about all the 
people you've been talking to, do you think we've been 
learning? 


DAVID: Well, - 
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JOHN : We have . 

DAVID: -- you definitely now are aware of 

seven seals, aren^t you? 

JOHN: Yep. 

DAVID: It's in the book, isn't it? 

JOHN: It certainly is. 

DAVID: And, you know, — 

JOHN: Was, was I aware of it before I came 

here? Absolutely — 

DAVID: No. 

JOHN : — not; 

DAVID: No. 

JOHN: Absolutely not. No. 

DAVID: See, that's one of the things — 

that's one of the things that the early papacy skipped 
over. I mean, you know, let's, let's face the facts. 
Now, who came first, the papacy or John? I mean, you 
know, it's like an ice cream store, first come, first 
serve, right? 

JOHN: Uh-huh. 

DAVID: We've got to — we've got to listen 

to Moses before we listen to Jesus, don't we? .1 mean, 
you know, how do we know Jesus is right? 

JOHN: Well, — 

DAVID: Well, before we listen to Jesus, is 

they had to listen to Isaiah, Jeremiah, Ezekiel, Amos, 
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Hosea, Obadiah. 
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JOHN: AH of them, all of the prophets. 

DAVID: Yeah, well, then Christ comes along 

and Christ, he, he, he lays on the foundation. 

JOHN: Uh-huh. 

DAVID: He says, whoa unto you that believe 

not all that the prophets have spoken. Okay, now there 
Christ is. He's, he's backing the prophets. You know, 
he says in Matthew 24 to the disciples, now, when you 
shall see the abomination of desolation spoken of by 
Daniel the prophet. Hey, we know Christ and Daniel. 
They're, they're tight, right? 

JOHN. Well, he got into a few heavy items in 
Matthew 24, didn't he? 

DAVID: Yeah, definitely, about false 

prophets in the latter days, about the science and all 
that. 

JOHN: That's right. 

DAVID: And that's what's so awesome. He 

says, behold, l told you aforetime, many should come of 
my name saying I am Christ and shall deceive many. 

JOHN: Hum. 

DAVID: Hey, they don't come — they don't 

cone in, in their name saying that they're Christ. No. 
They come saying Jesus is Lord. 


JOHN: Uh-huh. 
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DAVID: Mow, just because someone says, Jesus 

is Lord or the Lord is Christ, he is the Messiah, no, 
that doesn't mean they have credentials to say that. 

You see, that's why Christ told you, he says, for as 
lightning shines on the east, even to the vest. 
Lightning is clear, isn't it? 

JOHN: Yeah. 

DAVID: So, all souls shall become then a son 

of man be. For wheresoever the carcass is, there will 
the eagles be gathered together. Nov, if you don't 
know what the carcass is and the eagles are, you don't 
know what Christ is talking about. He's telling his 
disciples about a sign. 

JOHN: Uh-huh. 

DAVID: Well, they shall say he's in the 

desert, go not forth. Nov, if they're telling you he's 
in the desert, don't waste your time. Who are they to 
tell you? They're telling you they know Christ. 
Baloney. If they say he's in a secret chamber, believe 
it not. Nov, wait a minute, if it's secret, no one 
knows where it is, right? Christ says, believe that 
not. For his lightening shines to the east, even to 
the west. It's going to be that clear. For 
wheresoever the carcass is, there will the eagles be 
gathered together. And it says, and after the 
tribulation of those days, the powers of the heavens 
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shall be saken and then shall they see the coming of 
son of man In the clouds of heaven and the nation shall 
mourn. Huh. Nov, wait a minute. 

JOHN: Hey, — 

DAVID: After the carcass — 

JOHN: ~ hey, you're, you're doing it, 

aren't you? 

DAVID: No. I'm just giving you insight. 

JOHN: Aren't you? Tell the truth now. 

DAVID: So, who's the carcass? 

JOHN: Tell the truth now. 

DAVID: Are you telling me that when Christ 

comes again, he could end up being a carcass, a dead 
body? 

JOHN: No. 

DAVID: Nov, who are the eagles that are 

going to be gathered together? Now, we know during 
revelation ~ 

JOHN: Well, we know they're going to be the 

angels, aren't they? 

DAVID: No. 

JOHN: Yeah. 

DAVID: No, no, no, no, uh-ah. 

JOHN: Why? 

DAVID: That's not what the prophets say. 

JOHN: Why? 
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DAVID: Remember the Book of Revelation. 

Everything we need to know is in the seven seals. I 
mean that's the mystery of God that will be finished as 
he (Indiscernible) declared to his servants, the 
prophets. And Christ says, well, you can believe not 
the prophets. Christ and the prophets go hand in hand. 
As a matter of fact, revelation says Christ is the Lord 
of the prophets. 

JOHN: You told me you weren't going to do 

this, didn't you? 

DAVID: No, I didn't say that. 

JOHN: Huh? Now, what are you going — ' what 

are you going to go — 

DAVID: What is this — what is this carcass? 

Now, tell me, what is this carcass? 

JOHN: When are you going to go tell Steve 

that you just pulled it off? 

DAVID: No. 

JOHN: Huh? 

DAVID: I'm not going to say that. 

JOHN: Yes, you are. 

DAVID: I'm going to, I'm going to say me 

and, me and Brother John had a -- 

JOHN: Had a good — 

DAVID : — Sabbath conversation. 

JOHN: Had a good conversation. And I, I

DAVID: Well, the thing of it is he might, he 

might be wearing Nike tennis shoes or Reeboks. 

JOHN: Could be. Could be. 

DAVID: He might, he might be — he might be 

a carpenter or a guitar player, a plumber. 
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JOHN: What kind of shoes you got on right 

now? 

DAVID: None. 

JOHN: None, huh. You better go get some, 

huh? 

DAVID: Well, I'm, I'm still in a, in a prone 

position here with a blanket on me. 

JOHN: Well, how come? I thought -- 

DAVID: Well, — 

JOHN: — you ~ a week, a week ago you got 

up, which is probably too — was too soon, wasn't it? 
DAVID: Well, like I said, you know, it 

JOHN: Have you been up in the last couple of 

days? 

DAVID: I get up a little bit just to keep — 

JOHN : Do you? 

DAVID: — my legs and from — you know what 

happens when a man lays do%m too long, right? 

JOHN: Yeah, atrophy. 

DAVID: It's, it's, it's a — 

JOHN: And you get bed sores and everything 

else that goes with it. 

DAVID: Yeah. So, I, I — 

JOHN: Well, are you trying to get up a 

little bit and move around? 

DAVID: Yeah, I am. Like when I came and 
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talked to John the other day, — 

JOHN: Uh-huh. 

DAVID: ~ you know, I'm in here and, and I 

didn't know what was going on. This was way on the 
other side of the building. 

JOHN: Uh-huh. 

DAVID: And all a sudden this — 

JOHN: You got all the way over there? 

DAVID: I got to get over there and I got, I 
got to talk, you know. And so I, I talked to him and 
stuff on the phone. 

JOHN: You, you went, went over to where the 

other phone was? 

DAVID: Right. 

JOHN: Wow. 

DAVID: And so what happens then — 

JOHN: How'd you do, okay? 

DAVID: Yeah, I did, I did all right when I 

got over there but, see, when you — when you're — lay 
in a prone position, you know, your, your intestinal 
floor and all that kind of stuff doesn't, doesn't work 
as fast. 

JOHN: No, it doesn't. 

DAVID: But when you stand up, the process 

speeds up again, you know. Your heart beat — besides, 
I lost over three, three pints of blood, you know. 
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JOHN; Well, you should have, — you should 
have been able to get some of that back in your systen, 
though. 

DAVID: Well, the thing of it is is that for 

the, for the longest while, you know, when I would — 
when I would sit up, I'd just — oy head would just 
start spinning. 

JOHN: Uh-huh. Uh-huh. 

DAVID: You know, that's, that's a lot of 

blood to lose. 

JOHN: Well, one thing you gotta do, whether 

you gotta have Steve do it or somebody else do it is 
try and get you up, try and get you moving around a 
little bit. 

DAVID: Yeah. 

JOHN: I mean when you do, it's going to be 

best for you and — 

DAVID: You know, I started bleeding again 

'cause I was, I was sitting up, kinda leaning to the 
side of a, of a chair down there — 

JOHN: Uh-huh. 

DAVID: — talking. And the back hole is, is 

worse than the front hole. 

JOHN: Uh-huh. 

DAVID: And the front hole is — 

JOHN: Well, it should be. 
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DAVID: That's where -- 

JOHN: Usually the exit wound always is. 

DAVID: Yeah. Do what, Rachel? I'm, I'm 

giving, I'm giving John a hassle here before, before he 
starts — 


JOHN: No, you're not. Remember, you're not. 

DAVID: — before he starts throwing peanuts 

to me behind the bars. 

JOHN: Hey, you know that won't happen, don't 


you? 

DAVID: Yeah, yeah, you probably won't give 

me no peanuts. That's 

JOHN: Hey, you told John earlier that you 

wanted to get out of there, didn't you? 

DAVID: Well, the thing of it is is that I've 

got to get out. You know that. 

JOHN: Well, what can we ~ what can we do to 

make it any easier on you? 

DAVID: Well, it's working. Like I said, 

it's working. I'm just reconfirming the covenant with 
these people. These people are, like I said, they've 
never died before, you know, and they've never. been in 
situations like this before.

Whether I had 
a gun or not, no doubt I am just because, you know, I'm 
called the leader and stuff like that and I'm 
responsible for the actions of other people, of 
course, you know, ~ 

JOHN: Well, — 

DAVID : — I was the one standing in the 

doorway and they came — 

JOHN: You're the one that's got the big 

bucks lawyer waiting out here too. So, 

DAVID: I don't, I don't know about him. I'm 

going to probably get me a court appointed one. 


JOHN: 

Well, I don't know. 

DAVID: 

I'll — 

JOHN: 

The guy's got a good reputation. 
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DAVID: I don't really care. I just, like I 

say, the thing of it is is that, you know, my mother 
getting — taking that 75,000 on a story on me, — 

JOHN : Hey, what can I say about that? 

DAVID: — she doesn't, she doesn't know 

anything. l mean ever since, ever since I was 14 years 
old, you know, — look, I got plenty of spankings 
growing up. 

JOHN: Didn't we all? 

DAVID: No, not all of us but maybe me and 

you — you and I did. Biit the pain is good for us. 

JOHN: Many, many -- yeah. 

DAVID: But, you know, my mother knows that, 

you know, — all my life she's been telling me that she 
don't even know if I'm her kid or not and all this kind 
of stuff. Look, just because I don't — I didn't ~ 

JOHN: Well, from what I understood, she — 

the attorney's that been retained by her and I'm not 
going to stroke you or anything, the guy has an 
excellent reputation as a criminal lawyer. So, you 
sure — 

DAVID: I'm a criminal. 

JOHN: — you'd sure rather go with one that 
has an excellent reputation than one that has no 
reputation at all, huh? 


DAVID: Well, like I say, you know. 
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JOHN: I would. 

DAVID: — when I — I pretty much know — I 

pretty much know the procedure and everything and — 

JOHN: Well, you know, too, what, what John's 

told you, what Henry told you and Max and everybody 
else has talked to you and, and — 

DAVID: Now, remember, I'm a la«ryer, too, 

now. 

JOHN: Oh, Lord. 

DAVID: And our procedure — no, no, really, 

I'm a lawyer. I'm attorney in regards to myself. 

JOHN: But, you know, we've all told you — 

DAVID: The seven seals (Indiscernible) . 

JOHN: — we're innocent until proven guilty, 

right? 

DAVID: We're guilty -- come on, John. 

JOHN: Isn't that the truth? 

DAVID: No. 

JOHN: It is. 

DAVID: No, John, come on. 

JOHN: Well, you should, you should be — 

DAVID: That's not the way the system is set 

up. You're guilty and — 

JOHN: You're talking the military system 


now. 


DAVID: No, we're talking about — we're 
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JOHN: Well, you're not running a stop sign 

here, are you? 

DAVID: We're talking about ~ we're talking 
about when, when you go down to pay your light bill, 
you're guilty. I mean, you know, ~ 

JOHN: Hey, do you know — only you can tell 

the people what you did, probably, and, and the part 
that you play no more than I would know — 


DAVID: 

You knbw what 

I did? 


JOHN: 

~ I would know what I 

did, huh? 

DAVID: 

You know what 

I did? 


JOHN: 

No, I don't. 



DAVID: 

I, I was ~ I 

went to 

the doorway. 


stood right in the door with the door open — 

JOHN: Uh-huh. 

DAVID: ~ and you ever, you ever seen — you 

ever seen when you been playing football and, and 
they're in a huddle and all of a sudden all of them go, 
you know, hrrrrrrrr, right? 

JOHN: Uh-huh. 

DAVID: You know how that is in a football 

game, right? 

JOHN: Uh-huh. 

DAVID: Hrrrrrrr. Okay. These, these two, 
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these two chuck wagons come, you know, high tailing it 
down the road there. 

JOHN: Uh-huh. 

DAVID: And, so, I come to the door and I'm 

going to — I'm going to — I'm going to, you know, see 
these people there at the door and, and, so, you know, 
okay, here's, here's, here's where we make our talk 
here and stuff like that. And low and behold the doors 
fly open and these guys, you know, all right, this guy 
cries out, you know. And, and these guys are all 
hollering at the same time. 

JOHN: Uh-huh. 

DAVID: I mean every one of them to the top 

of their voice. You know, and here, here I'm standing 


JOHN: Well, had you already concluded your 

service? 

DAVIB: Have I already concluded the service? 

JOHN: I was under the impression, impression 

that there was supposed to be a religious service going 
on at that time or something. 

DAVID: No, not at that time. 

JOHN: Well, that's the impression I was 

under. 

DAVID: What happened was — like I say, what 

happened was is that, you know, I've been teaching 
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about this since 1985, okay. 

JOHN: Okay. 

DAVID: Since 1985. And, you know, because I 

— you don't want to get deep into the things of the 
scriptures, God prophecy — 

JOHN: Uh-huh. 

DAVID: — you know, God's power to create — 

(Indiscernible) by his word, God's power to create 
situations and circumstances by his word. You know, I, 
I can't give you the full details but — 

JOHN: Uh-huh. 

DAVID: — but I'm simply saying that to 

avoid a bad situation, you know, -*• I was there. I 
went into the doorway ~ 

JOHN: Yeah. 

DAVID: — and they, they were, you know, 

they was there I was half out the door and I put my 
hand up and I said, I said, I said, I said, wait, get 
back. I says, there's women and children in here. 

Let's talk about this. 

JOHN: Uh-huh. 

DAVID: My exact words, quote unquote. And 

Perry was standing there, you know, kind of off to the 
side behind me. 

JOHN: Yeah. 

DAVID: And this, you know, the first 
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attention/ the first shot that, that actually hit the 
door ^ cause, you know, my, my left hand was on — 
holding the door. You know, we have double swinging 
doors here. And, you know, the left part of my body 
was out and stuff like that. And I was probably out, 
you know, head and chest and leg out, you know, you 
know, ready to open the door a little wider. And I had 
my right hand out, you know, and I told them, I said, 
you know, you know, stop, you know, get back. Let's 
talk about this, you know. It wasn't necessary for all 
this kind of stuff. And all a sudden — all a sudden, 
you know, blap, you know, nine millimeter, you know. 
And, and, and the, and the door, left door. It — you 
know. It kicked. 

JOHN: Uh-huh. 

DAVID: And, of course, they're using, 

they're using hydro-shocks. You know, hydro-shock 
expands pretty good when It hits, you know. It's got 
the Iron cord In the middle of It. 

JOHN: Uh-huh. 

DAVID: And I go, whoa, you know, and all a 

sudden, bam, blap, blap, blap, blap, you know. I got 
the door shut and there's holes starting pealing all 
through and I stood there right there behind the door 
and not a single bullet hit me. But when the sheetrock 
and all that, all the splatter off of the — 
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JOHN: Yeah. 

DAVID: — you know, from the, from the 

materials of the, of the, of the board and materials 
from the doors and stuff — 

JOHN: Yeah. 

DAVID: — you know, it came through. 

JOHN: Sure. 

DAVID: And at that, and at that time, you 

know, all a sudden, you know, guys inside. Boy, they, 
they were coming from everywhere. And — 

JOHN: Yeah. , 

DAVID: — you know, I'm som — I'm going 

like, no, God, why did they have to be like this? You 
know, and the next thing is I heard Perry — you know. 
Perry had walked around inside. It's all sheetrock 
through there — 

JOHN: Uh-huh. 

DAVID: — except the door. The next thing, 

you know, bam, he was hit. 

JOHN: Yeah. 

DAVID: You know, he started, he started 

screaming, you know. He got it — he got it right in a 
bad place. 

JOHN: Uh-huh. 

DAVID: And, you know, it's just like, ah, 

so, — you know, the, the nature of man and the nature 
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ot, you know — you know, when a, when a person is not 
steadfast in God, when a person really doesn't know 
God, you know, and he's in a situation like that, you 
know, they, they are scared. Of course, we heard later 
on on the news that the ATF agent admitted that his gun 
went off by accident. Of course, when his gun went off 
by accident, you know, the other guys, they didn't 
think so, did they? And he caused them all to jump the 
gun. But, you know, it didn't have to happen that way. 
I wish and — 

JOHN: No. 


DAVID: ->-* I wish like Robert Gonzales. I 

was ~ you know, Robert was going to move in — 

JOHN: Hey, hindsight's great, though, isn't 

it? 


DAVID: I know but, see, Robert, Robert was 

going to move in here with us. I had already agreed he 
could move in with us. 

JOHN: Uh-huh. 


DAVID: Okay. I mean I wanted that 'cause I 

was ?ilready — I was already trying to reach the hearts 
of these men so that before anything like this came 
about, reasoning and soberness and understanding could 
be developed. And, you know, he was going — he was 
going to be able to stay with Scott and, and some of 
the guys that he had already made friends with, you 
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know. Of course, like I say, ve knew they were ATF 
agents the first time they moved in. You know, no 
problem, no problem. And, you know, and, you know, 
what was so silly about it was is that here these guys 
are going to this — 

JOHN: Did you ever — did you ever confront 

him or ever ask him? 

DAVID: Oh, yeah. No, no, no, I kept giving 

him hints all along. 

JOHN; Uh-huh. 

DAVID: When he came over to shoot AR-15s — 

JOHN: Yeah. 

DAVID: — you know, he came in — 

JOHN : That's what you were telling me, that 

obviously it wasn't something new. 

DAVID: I kept, I kept telling him — we was 

back there in the back and he brought this AR-15, one 
and seven twist barrel and everything. So, you know, I 
buy, I buy uppers and stuff like that and we sell them 
at gw shows. 

JOHN: Buy what? 

DAVID: Uppers. You see, you have to have an 

FFL to buy, to buy lowers, you see. But you can buy 
uppers without an FFL. 

JOHN: You're talking about assemblies? 

DAVID: Yeah, you know, — 
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JOHN; Okay. 

DAVID: — and, you know, you can sell them 

if you — 

JOHN : I thought you were talking about 

something else. 

DAVID: Well, what did you think I was 


talking about? 

JOHN : Uppers . 

DAVID: No, I was talking about, talking 

about, you know, AR>15s, you know. 

JOHN: Yeah. 

DAVID: You know, kit, kit parts and stuff 


like that. 

JOHN: Sure. Sure. 

DAVID: You can sell those and stuff without 

an FFL. Okay. So, what happens is is so we's out 
in the back and he, he's talking about he just bought 
this, you know, AR-15 and all that and — anyway, this 
guy, he goes in the back and he brings it over and it's 
a one and seven twist which is a mill spec twist, you 
know. It's for the stabilization of tracers, the 
higher grains, 62 grains, seven grain, whatever. And 
the thing is ~ the thing had a trigger job on it which 
was a sniper plus rifle. I mean an incredible trigger 
job on it. The pull on it, it was probably, probably 
about — at the, at the max, a pound and a half, maybe 
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two pounds at the max. You know, a good four pounds 
is, is, is, is considered, you know, good for ARs but, 
but this thing was so — • and set up, I mean accurate. 
You know, I, I took it and we used, we used a 52 grain 
— excuse me, 55 grain of, you know, 5.56 round through 
it and it — I don't know, about, about 65, 70 yards, 
you know, I was plunking these little stones off, you 
know, just right off the ironsides. And I told him, 
you know, he says, well, what do you think about it, 
you know, Oave? And I says, I says, Robert, I says, 
you know, in your line of work, you know, I says, you 
know, this is a sniper rifle, you know. I kept 
(Indiscernible) him all through for, for about at least 
three or four weeks, you know, 'cause I wanted him to 
come across after what I was showing him 'cause, you 
know, he got, he got Joel too and all — you know, a 
lot of stuff. And he was convicted on it. Clearly, he 
was convicted, you know, 'cause he does have a 
religious interest, too, now. And, so, • 

JOHN: Well, his, his purpose for being there 
was a business interest — 

DAVID: Well, he — no, ~ 

JOkN: — not a religious Interest. 

DAVID: Yeah, I know, but that's the whole 

thing, you know. 


JOHN: Sure 
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DAVID: W« are, we are a religion. I mean we 

are a life, a lifestyle. 

JOHN: Uh-huh. 

DAVID: You know. And that's why that 

morning when, when, you know, — 

JOHN: on the 28th? 

DAVID: Yeah, that's — 

JOHN: Yeah. 

DAVID: ~ you know, when, when my father let 

me know it was coming down. 

JOHN: Uh-huh. 

DAVID: You know, and that it wasn't good. 

My last hope for, for Robert and my last hope, you 
know, to be able to deal with this in a sober manner, 
to understand where I'm coming from and what my 
position is — 

JOHN: Uh-huh. 

DAVID: — you know, I sat down with him that 

morning for worship 'cause he came over that Sunday 
morning, you know, and ha brought the next — the 
second issue of, you know, mud up David, you know, 
paper from Waco. And I sat down and I told him, I 
says, Robert, I says, you know, I love you and I says, 
you know, I've shown you a lot of things out of this 
book, haven't I? And he goes, oh, yeah, he says, you 
know, it's, it's, it's there, you know. I said. 
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Robert, I says, you know, every one of us, we have to 

do what we have to do. I says, you know, there's 

things, you know, that you know, you know, that, that, 
that I know you know. And he kept looking at me kind 
of funny like, you know, 'cause I wanted him to come 
across and say, look, Dave, I know what you're getting 
to, you know. I know, I know you're on to me, you 
know. But I wanted him all along -- like, see, we was 

giving him food and stuff like that, you know. 

JOHN; You didn't want to tell him that It 
shouldn't happen, though, huh? 

DAVID: I did. I said, now, Robert, — 

JOHN: Well, — 

DAVID: ~ I said, Robert, It's up to you 

now. 

JOHN: I mean come right out and tell him, 

hey, I know something's going to happen. You shouldn't 
let it happen. 

DAVID: No, no, no, what I said was, I was 

talking to him and I reminded him about Joel and Mlcah, 

JOHN: Uh-huh. 

DAVID: ~ you know, and the prophecies that 

I've been showing him about, you know, the man with the 
seals, opening the seals, the trouble he gets Into. 

JOHN: Well, sometimes we have to be pretty 
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Straightforward and pretty direct and, and not, not to 

DAVID: First of all, — 

JOHN: — tell it in a roundabout way. 

DAVID: No, no, no, no. See, you'll find in 

the whole Gospels wisdom is justified of her own 
children. 

JOHN; But I — 

DAVID: Now, he — 

JOHN: — what I'm saying is you shouldn't 

have preached to him. You should have just told him 
straight up. 

DAVID: No, well, see, his soul's at stake 

here. You know, we're taking about Judas. 

JOHN; well, — 

DAVID : We're, we're talking about — we're 

talking about a man who betrayed his own conscience. 

JOHN: We can talk about turning the other 

cheek, too, can't we? 

DAVID: Yeah. Well, the thing of it la is 

that, you know, you can't turn the other cheek when a 
man's shooting at you. You can turn — you can turn 
your rear end, hoping 

JOHN: Well, if you told him — if you told 

him to call it off because where, where it's going to 
happen, then it may never have happened, huh? 
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DAVID: I told him that. 

JOHN; Huh? 

DAVID: I told him that. 

JOHN: Yeah, but you said you gave him a 

parable or something. 

DAVID: I said, no, I said, look, — I vent 
to the window and I says, Robert, I says, it's up to 
you now. 

JOHN; Uh-huh. 

DAVID: I says, we know they're coming. 

JOHN; Uh-huh. And? 

DAVID: And I turned around and he just — 

his eyes were real big and everything.

people that have come out have been treated. They've 
seen them on television, seen videos of the children, 
pictures of the children and, and Kathy and the, and 
the two women, the elderly women that came out earlier.

Chat'3 got to be replaced. And I mean, you know, it's 
just unnecessary stuff to me. 
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JOHN: And who's going to have to, who's 

going to have to replace them all? We are, aren't we? 

RITA: I don't know. 

JOHN: Yeah, you bet we are. Sure we are. 

RITA: Well, if you don't think -- 

JOHN: But as I, as I've explained -- 

RITA: -- doing it so -- 

JOHN: Listen. As I've explained to David 

and Steven for what, 18 days now. 

RITA: Urn -hum. 

JOHN: Nineteen, nineteen days I guess, we, 

we the people that they're talking to, whether it's me 
or other Johns or, or Max or Henry or Dick or, or Mike, 
whoever it may be, we're all here for the same purpose.

RITA; Um-hum. 

JOHN: You know. And we try to get our side 

of the story through to the people that are making the 
decisions as does everybody else, you know. And 
everybody has input into the people making the 
decisions. And when the people making decisions see 
negative things coming from in there, a lack of 
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activity, a lacJc of positive signs, they do certain 
things . 

RITA: Urn- hum. 

JOHN; And all we can do is tell them our 
side of the story, you know, what we would like to see 
happen and, and what we feel are positive things, what 
we think are encouraging things. 

RITA; Yeah. 

JOHN: Sometimes those are accepted. 

Sometimes they're not. 

RITA: Um-hum. 

JOHN: And then we have to get back on the 

phone and, and talk to David or Steven and, and answer 
how come something happened. 

RITA: Right. 

JOHN: That's not easy. That's not easy for 

us to do. Because maybe we didn't want to see that 
happen either, huh? 

RITA; Yeah. 

JOHN: So it puts us in a very difficult 

light. But I want you to take a positive look at this 
thing that things aren't all doom and gloom when you 
come outside here. That you'll probably go through 
the, the process, and it won't take you too long. And 
you know, you'll meet federal probation officer who 
answers to a judge, and he'll obtain background 
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information. You'll be afforded good physical 

You'll meet a federal judge. You'll have 
an attorney appointed for you. 

And, and then if there's reason not to, not 
to hold you, you'll be on your way back to California 
you know -- excuse me, to North Carolina after they 
have a bond hearing. So I can't tell you how long some 
of these things take. But it's a thorough process. 

And it's not a doom and gloom procedure. It really 
isn't . 

You know, there are a lot of people in there 
that have, didn't have any direction. They're, they're 
worried about who's going to, you know, who am I going 
to follow, or whose direction am I going to follow? 
Who's going to lead me and tell me what to do? And I 
understand that, particularly people that are from 
overseas, huh? They're a long way from home and -- 

RITA: Um-hum. 

JOHN: -- and we tell them that you can go 

back to the, your own church. You can go back to the 
camp out there. You can go back to Mt. Carmel after 
we've concluded our investigation. It may take several 
but it's certainly not government property, you 

know. 

And if there are things the government has to 
pay for to, to put back in working order, then the 
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government will have to do that, you know. And that's 
what the legal system is all about. 

So I hope, hope you can be cheered up a 
little bit about coming out even though I know you're 
leaving a lot of friends in there and a lot of loved 
ones in there. You have friends and loved ones out 
here too, don't you? 

RITA : Sure . 

JOHN: Well, look at it from the bright side 

then. You're sounding like you're at a low ebb. Sort 
of, huh? 

RITA: Kind of I guess. 

JOHN: Kind of. Hey, I can understand that. 

I can understand that. Believe me. Is -- you know are 
there any, any guestions I can answer for you? 

RITA: No, not at this point.

RACHEL: And then they are going to treat us 

all bad. 

JOHN : Nah . 

RACHEL: Yeah." 

JOHN: You've been watching too many movies. 

RACHEL: Maybe so. Yeah, that may be true. 

JOHN: You really have. Because the federal 

system doesn't work that way. It just does not operate 
that way. 

RACHEL: Maybe those movies are polluting my 

mind, huh? 

JOHN: Boy, I think so. I think so. You 

know -- 

RACHEL: Because -- 

JOHN: --no one that you've talked to on the 

phone, whether it's me or anyone else, has any reason 
to -- 

RACHEL: No, but your just -- 

JOHN: --to sit here and lie to you. 
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RACHEL: --a negotiator. You're not the one 

that's going to be taking care of us, you know, when we 
get -- 

JOHN: No, but the sheriff is. And he's 

really a gentleman. And he, and he's a man of his 
word. David knows that. And you got to -- you'll have 
an attorney representing you. And, and Rachel, as far 
as I know, you'll be able to go anyplace you want to go 
anyhow. I mean I don't know that any charge other than 
maybe material witness charge -- 

RACHEL: Well; I sure haven't done anything 

wrong. I mean I'm just living in my home and before 
you know it all -- I got a lawyer and I didn't even 
know I needed one. (Laughing.) 

JOHN: Well, you will. And you'll have one. 

And, and everybody that's in there will have one 
appointed to them. You know, I'm not talking about 
children but -- 

RACHEL: Yeah. 

JOHN: -- every adult will have one appointed 

for them, or some already have attorneys retained. And 
that's, that's to protect your interests really. 

That's the bottom line. 

And as much as publicity as this case has 
had, you can be rest assured that there's not going to 
be any shenanigans, any playing around with the system 
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out here. The media wouldn't stand it either. And 
they're certainly not going away for a while. 

RACHEL: Well, to tell you the truth, I 

haven't heard that much -- I don't know that much 
about - - 

JOHN: The system. 

RACHEL: -- the federal works, you know? 

JOHN; Yeah. 

RACHEL: Only the state a little bit. And so 

I -- 

JOHN: Want me to enlighten you? 

RACHEL: Sorry? 

JOHN: Want me to enlighten you? 

RACHEL: Yeah. 

JOHN: Okay. I can tell you exactly what's 

going to happen. When you come out of there, you're 
going to be met by a couple of guys, they're going to 
say hello, and a woman. And then you'll be escorted 
down to the --

And if they do, that's the first thing that's taken 
care of. 

And from that point, you go downtown and 
sure, you will be probably issued some new clothes. 

I'm not going to, I'm not going to lie to you about 
that . 

RACHEL: Black and 

JOHN: But -- 

RACHEL: — black and white stripes? 

JOHN: I'm sorry. 

RACHEL; Black and white stripes? 
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JOHN; No. Uh-uh. No, they don't do that 

anymore . 

RACHEL; Oh. 

JOHN; They may do it in some states, but not 
this state. But you will be afforded a lawyer. And 
the, the first, you know, person from the, the legal 
system that, that will talk to you will be what we call 
a U.S. probation officer, whether it be a female or a 
male. And they, they're, they're an arm of the court. 
They're there representing the, the judge. 

And they talk to people to determine, obtain 
background information about their families, their 
wealth, their education, so that they can tell this to 
the court. And the, and the court uses this 
information to assist in setting bond. 

RACHEL: Um-hum. 

JOHN; You know, and to find out whether a 
person can afford attorney. If they can't afford 
attorney, one will be appointed for them. And, and 
it's a, it's a very thorough system. And it's not just 
a good old boy system or anything else. It's a very 
thorough system. So that's the way it works. . 

And once the judge sets bond and bond is 
made, a person is free to go. As long as --

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across your mind that what you was doing was right or 
wrong? Answer yes or no. I mean like, you know, 
leading --it was the most ridiculous -- even the, even 
the judge had to interrupt the prosecuting attorney. 

JOHN; Yeah. 

DAVID; You know. It, it was ridiculous. 

But anyway that, you know, that system -- Lady Justice 
needs that blindfold off her face, you know? She needs 
to see which side of the balance is really going up and 
which is going down. 

Okay, now very seriously now. 

JOHN : Go ahead . 

DAVID: We believe in the future. As God 

says the future will be. You call it an 
ij^terpretat ion . Well, that's true. Anybody that looks 
at a statement in Scripture is going to have to 
interpret. In other words, even in a letter, you know, 
if I was to, to read a letter from you I can only 
interpret what you're trying to say. 

JOHN ; Sure . Sure . 

DAVID: And if I have any questions about now 

what did he mean by that? I need to get on the phone 
and say, you know, hey buddy -- 

JOHN: Can you explain this and clarify it 

for me? 


DAVID: You know, what did you mean here when 
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you're talking about --

DAVID: Well, exactly. There may be, there 

may be a way to know exactly what the prophets were 
shown. Especially if the author or the one who told 
them what to write is still alive. Now if, if they did 
get communication with God. I don't think God's passed 
away yet, has he? No. God's still alive and well, 
isn't he? You know? 

And so Isaiah was killed because of what he 
said in his day. Thus said the Lord, but yet it was 
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Isaiah's voice, and it was Isaiah's pen. And people 
didn't like what he said, so they put him in a log and 
cut him in two real slow. You know? 

They didn't like what Jeremiah said, and he 
said something similar to Isaiah. And they threw him 
down a pigeon -- down in a dungeon, you know, half full 
of water and stuff, you know? Zechariah they killed 
with meat hooks in between the porch and the altar, the 
sanctuary. You know, on and on and on. 

So these guys must, they must have really 
been bad people. I mean because, you know, they're 
always pointing the finger at the priesthood, at the 
government, you know, of Judaism. 

And finally Christ came, and even though he 
did good charity, you know, he fed the hungry. He 
clothed the naked. Did all these great things that 
only God could do, they killed him too. And he said 
avoid you to believe. Not all the prophets have 
spoken. So, so the witness to Israel is is that the 
blood of the prophets is going to be upon their head. 

Just by denying a statement doesn't mean a 
statement is not true. And if it is true, it's going 
to judge us in the end. I mean the facts will judge us 
in the end. If we are willfully ignorant, then that in 
itself is treason against God. Because God has 
something to say, and like when Merrill Lynch speaks. 
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everyone listens, right? 

JOHN: Sure. 

DAVID; And when God speaks -- 

JOHN: They're bullish. 

DAVID: Huh? 

JOHN; They're bullish. 

DAVID; Yeah. So anyway, so John the 
Revelator like I said, he talks about a judgment. It 
must be hereafter. And there, there comes a time if 
he's true, there has to come a time sometime after his 
time when there's going, to be a judiciary called in 
heaven. There's the, there's the judiciary, and God 
sits on the throne. He's got a jury not of 12 but of 
24. There's a reason for that. And -- because there's 
been 12 selected individuals in the Old Testament and 
12 individuals selected from the New Testament. 

You know, these are two covenants. The 
covenants based upon God gives man life. You know, we 
^^®^the every day. And we are to perceive certain 
things with this gift. And if we fail to perceive 
these things then, then we'll forfeit the right to 
live. It's just the way the system is. That's how 
serious life' is. 

You know, we didn't get here by ourself. We 
got to, we got to search for these things. And God 
has, has given answers, you know, by his, by his 
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prophets. 

So anyway, these individuals here have been 
shown, you know, that the prophets did know the seals. 
And that they were told to seal their knowledge up 
until the time of the end. Now in the time of the end 
in the revelation, there is to be something about 
Christ pertaining to what these prophets have said, 
seven seals. And of course, anybody can see that the 
first truth pertains to a white horse whether it be a 
symbol or whether it be some kind of allegory or 
whatever, you know, a truth with a lesson to it, it 
remains to be seen by those who, to whom it's shown. 

Now in those truths there are certain things 
that in that judgment God expects his people who are 
blessed with this knowledge to do. Now if they fail in 
any respect to obey these truths, then that's, that's 
like breaking the law. God's word is law. 

You know, the Ten Commandment law shows us 
we're sinners. And that shows us we're in need of 
grace. But like you can break the Ten Commandment law 
in the day of Noah and still get in the arc, right? 

When it came down to the final judgment, all you had 
top do was get into the arc if you wanted to live, 
right? I mean you either -- even if you were a sinner. 
Man finally gets so wrapped up in sin he can't stop. 

He becomes, he becomes his own enemy.

formal, auspicious type of setting in a, in a federal 
courtroom. And you don't hear a lot of kidding around. 
You don't hear a lot of other people talking. The 
person that, that speaks is the person that's addressed 

by the court, you know. That's -- and, and that's the 
way it's got to be. 

So she would not be standing in front of a 
either a U.S. magistrate judge or a U.S. district judge 
in any type of restraint. They don't do it. 

DAVID: Well, these people have to stand 

before God too. 

JOHN ; Sure . 

DAVID; And as I said before, you know, a lot 
of the attitude is, is that they would rather, you 
know, they would rather, you know, stand before, stand 
before God then they'd rather stand before man. And of 
course, you know, that, that was, that is all perfect 
and, and according to the will of God except for one 
thing. And that is that if we fail in our, in our 
purpose, if we fail in our purpose to, to do what God

God gave Israel over to the hands of men in

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That's just the, the way it was. Israel used to be a 
self-governing empire.

Now, of course, you know the Ten Commandments 
is not very many laws, is it? Right? 

JOHN: No, it sure isn't. 

DAVID: Yeah, you know, in the 

(indiscernible) statutes and judgments, you know, 613 
statutes and judgments that teach you how to apply the 
taking of law such as if you see your neighbor's ox, 
you know, out of the pen, you're supposed to go get it 
and put it in. 

I mean, you know, if you, you know, if a man 
lie with a woman and, and she be not betrothed and he 
®^dower it be his wife, and he may not put away 
all the days of his life. I mean, you know, certain. 
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certain commandments and rules that clarify how the law 
is to be applied. 

You know, if a son won't work, and he's of 
age and he, and he won't listen to his parents, then 
he's supposed to be brought before the elders, and the 
parents are supposed to say my son's a drunkard and a, 
and a lazy person. He won't work. And the, and the -- 
and they say well, you're supposed to take this young 
man out and have him stoned. Supposed to kill him. 

You know, back in those days, you know, there 
wasn't too much disobedience. You know, and things 
were serious. A man that wasn't worth any -- they 
didn't want to have a system, God didn't want to have a 
system where people are freeloaders, you know? 


JOHN; Hey. You still have some groups that, 
that believe that today, don't you? 

DAVID: Well, the thing of it is is that -- 

JOHN: You know, some real strict 

interpretations. 

DAVID: Well, it's not an interpretation. 

It's just a fact. 


JOHN: Well, they -- 

DAVID; Stoning is a -- 

JOHN: Excuse me. They just don't want to 

change things. I mean you can go into some of the 
Islamic groups and -- 
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DAVID: Oh, yeah. They'll cut your hand off 

quick. Girls are married at 12 years old over there. 
They're bought. 

JOHN : Sure . 

DAVID: That happens today. You know -- 

JOHN : Sure . 

DAVID: -- I've been to Israel many, many 

times and stuff. 

JOHN: Now you can't say that there's such a 

thing as equal rights over there. 

DAVID: Well, let me again explain the 

Eastern culture. 

JOHN ; Sure . 

DAVID: You know, you're dealing with, you're 

dfisling with a culture that is, is such a mixture of so 
many different -- I mean come on, European, Ottoman 
empire, you know, just the Turkish empire. I mean all, 
all the, all of the, the tradition of all the people 
that have tried to somehow connect to the, to the holy 
land.

You know, I -- 

-- makes new decisions every, every 


DAVID: Yeah, I mean without people knowing. 

But the thing of it is this is that the, the nation of 
America has gotten way above and beyond and too big for 
Joe Blow, income tax payer, to know what's going on. I 
mean that's just, you know, it's not a, it's not a for 

the people, by the people anymore. It's just a fact, 
/ou know. 


The national deficit, everything, you know, 
, the right to for the government . Whatever the 
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government is it's got too many, you know, tentacles 
out all over the place to where it's, it's a system 
that basically is an economic system. It's 
capitalistic. It's something where everything's got to 
flow. Money's got to flow. Money's got to flow. 

That's government. 

JOHN: The best we got. 

DAVID: And that's why it states point blank 

that the merchants are the great men of the earth. 
Because somebody is in charge of all of this. So you 
know, somebody does know what's going on. And that's 
where I was explaining Earlier about the illuminati, 
the, the trilateralists which, you know, to some people 
it's theoretical. But there's something even beyond 
the trilateralists. 

You know, Daniel tells you that the northern 
kingdom will, will expand over the whole earth. You 
know, Rome will somehow expand over the whole earth. 

And that eventually it will have all the powers of 
treasures of gold and silver and all the precious 
things. In other words, eventually the system becomes 
to where it incorporates all means of barterdom. 

Ill other words, you know, our currency and 
our estimated values of our mercantile is based upon 
gold, silver, things like this. And when, when our 
merchandise, when our power to buy is req[uired to 
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supersede the actual gold that we back it with, then 
all of a sudden it becomes a different system all 
together. it becomes still a production system of the 
fact that hey, we make the merchandise. We can set the 
standard of what barter system we want. 

So you know, we have money made that doesn't 
have gold backing it. But that's all right. Because 
we're way beyond that spectrum anyway in the world's 
eyes. I mean look at our economy. We're the greatest 
nation that has ever been. 

You know, people don't realize in this nation 


that Mr. Joe Blow middle-class here actually lives like 
a king in comparison to the majority of all the rest of 
the world. You know? You agree with me, don't you? 
JOHN: Sure. 

DAVID: All right. So, so the thing of it is 

(grunting) -- God talks about don't worship 


:he beast in his image. Well, you've heard of the mark 
3f the beast. You know, a lot of people they, they 
:hink they understand the number of 666 what it 
ictually means. They say it's the Pope. Well, it's 
lot the Pope. You know, they say it's this. They say 
.t's that. You know, hey. 


The 666 is the subject of the beast which is 
he same as the, you know, seventh seal which revolves 
round who only can open the book, the Lamb. 


So this 
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is where a lot of people take bits and parts out of 
Revelation and think they understand what it's talking 
about when actually you won't know until the seals are 
revealed in the light of the prophets. 

Okay, now in our system here, I mediate to 
the minds of men and unfold from the passages and books 
of the Bible a consistent, hannonious picture which the 
seals clarify that these are the things that must be 
hereafter. In other words, when the prophets said 
we'll come be hereafter when the seal is opened, and we 
find the seal is a preview to what the prophecy 
contains in detail, hey, that's what's going to be 
hereafter. That's the whole New Testament. 

The prophets are not left in the dark that, 
that God has not, you know, totally disannulled their 
testaments. Their testament shall come to pass. It 
will be repeated again in the light of what the 


prophets saw. 

Now there is in these text there are things 
that the people of God must do. Those who are blessed 
with the knowledge they must do. Like for instance, in 
Zechariah 14 if you ever get a chance to read this on 


/our own. You know, it's strictly for your own ■ 
antertainment . In Zechariah 14 in the progression of 
time it talks about in that day the Lord's feet shall 
3tand on the Mount of Olives which is east of Jerusalem 
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which is which it is. I mean if we, we went to 
Jerusalem right now the Mount of Olives is east right 
across the Kidron Valley just like Zechariah said. It 
says in that day the valley shall cleave in the midst 
thereof. The mountain shall cleave and become a very 
great valley. And it says and ye shall flee to the 
valley, and the Lord my God shall come and all the 
saints with thee, and the valley shall become a plane 
and be lifted up. 

Now that's kind of funny. Why would we need 
to know that for? I mean, you know, why do we, why 
would we -- if we believed Zechariah, why would we need 
to know that the Lord's (Indiscernible) in that day 
referring to whatever day that may be. You know, it 
gives you the details beforehand. That the sign of 
knowing where to go and where to be at the right time 
is going to be the, the earthquake that, that causes 
the Mount of Olives to, to come shaking down and 
becoming a valley. And then, of course, it's told to 
the people of God that they're supposed to flee there. 
What kind of information is that? 

Well, for instance, if the prophecy came to 
pass, and you saw the first parts of an event iaeing 
fulfilled, then you would have to in your own mind put 
yourself in a position to know where to flee or to go 
where the prophecy says to go, right? Just like in 
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Noah'S day, you got to get in the arc, don't you? And 
if you neglect to do so, then you would be 
transgressing the will of God, wouldn't you? And you'd 
be found not fulfilling God's will that he has 
P^®®^^3ined to be fulfilled by his word. So you'd be 
found denying his word. 

So the seven seals tell us that this is going 
to happen, and this is the sign, and this will take 
place, and that is the sign dealing with the political 
powers. You know, the, the Russia dropping its -- 

JOHN; Well, what's, what's to tell us how 
long it takes to get to the seventh seal? 

DAVID: Well, see, that's, that's the whole 

thing. First of all -- 

JOHN: I mean if you were, if you were to 

hazard a guess. I mean -- 

DAVID: Oh, it's not a guess. It's not a 

guess . 

JOHN: Well -- 

DAVID: You see, remember -- 

JOHN: If I was to hazard one then. 

DAVID: Well, we're already in the seventh 

seal. Now let me explain. Before -- 

JOHN: I thought we were up to the fifth. 

DAVID: No. My students 

JOHN: Uh-huh. 
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DAVID: -- are in the fifth seal. 

JOHN: Okay. 

DAVID: Now but before the Lamb can come to 

reveal the seals, he's already revealed all seven in 
heaven, hasn't he? 

JOHN: Yeah. 

DAVID: I mean he's right there. You clearly 

you see that before this truth is to be given to earth, 
before I come my reward is with me to give to every 
man, right? You know, Isaiah says he'll come with a 
strong hand. His reward is with him. He gathers his 
flock like a shepherd. .And you know, in other words, 
there's a truth that's going to draw people together. 
The angel from the east having the seal of the living 
God which the 144,000 they receive this knowledge 
and 

JOHN : Right . 

DAVID: -- that's what brings them together. 

You know, yes, this is what is to be. Okay -- 

JOHN: But when are your students going to 

get from the fifth through the seventh seal? 

DAVID: Well, what happens is in the events 

that are now being fulfilled right now -- 

JOHN: Uh-huh. 

DAVID: -- like for instance, always trying 
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to explain to you Nahum. 
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JOHN: Urn- hum. 

DAVID: You know, it's a vision of a 

situation pertaining to the one who brings the seals -- 

JOHN: Um-hum. 

DAVID: -- confronted with chariots with 

flaming torches. 

JOHN: Um-hum. 

DAVID: Tanks. 

JOHN: Well, he -- 

DAVID: Talking about a -- 

JOHN: -- didn't say that. He just said 

chariots of flaming torches. He didn't say tanks. You 
said tanks. 


DAVID: Okay. Well, if these chariots -- 

JOHN: Uh-huh. 

DAVID: -- which we know in the days of the 

prophet were chariots, they carry men, right? 

JOHN: Um-hum. 

DAVID: If they run like the lightnings, if 

they sound like thunder. 

JOHN: Um-hum. 

DAVID: If they can cause trees to be 

terribly shaken. 

JOHN: A race horse can do the same thing, 

can't it? 


DAVID: 


^^"Vh, no. They don't cause trees to 
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JOHN: Well, they could. 

DAVID: They don't jostle in the streets. 

JOHN: Big horse. 

DAVID: Big horse? 

JOHN: Yeah. Something that pulls, you know, 

the, the Anheuser-Busch wagon. 

DAVID: Come on, now. Don't, don't make me 

lose faith in -- 

JOHN: (Laughing.) You won't. 

DAVID: -- in, in -- no, no. What I'm saying 

faith in, in your perceptional abilities. Now it talks 
about war. 

JOHN: Urn- hum. 

DAVID: Okay. And it talks about the people 

of God. And it says, you know, he that, he that dashes 
in pieces has come up before thy face. It says keep 
the munition. Watch the way. Fortify thy loins 
mightily. Okay? So in other words, God's will is for 
this belligerent power who is fixing to be judged, the 
great harlot he calls, the, the mother of witchcrafts 
who, who sella all nations through her merchandise and 
through her sorcery which is, you know, mercantile 
which is exactly Russia and all nations are intrigued 
by the capitalization of this nation. All nations are 
just, you know, the -- 
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
